Abrams has also informed us that the enlarged aerial photo­
graphs you requested of the entire area at a scale of 1-inch 
equals 100 feet can only be prepared at a "plus or minus" scale 
of 1-inch equals 100 feet. This means that if the mylars are 
laid over the photograph, they may not precisely match up. 

Clarif ication No. 2, which deals with adversely downgrading the 
qual i ty of your vertical contro l , is a concern. Af ter 24 years of 
sett ing the standard 4" x 36" concrete monument, our policy is 
to never use them for vertical control because of settlement 
problems. Our bid includes your previous requirement of 
pouring fresh mixed concrete into the hole and sett ing the 
monument into the mix, at no extra cost to you. I have also 
included the sketch of a monument frequently used by the 
National Geodetic Survey Department for your consideration in 
fu ture proposals.
